“The lecture is not an an- 
nouncement of any original re- 
search oranything like that,” said 
Coleman. “Quantum mechanics 
is something that has. been 
around since the 1920s and is 
very, very strange. It makes state- 
ments about the world that arein 
radical contradiction with the 
sort of statements you pick up as 
part of functioning in every day 
life.” 

Thelecture’s content went way 
over the layman’s head as names 
like Planck, Heisenberg, de 
Broglie, and Einstein were 


don’t realize how strange [quan- 
tum physics] is. The reason my 
lecture has this confrontational 
title‘Quantum mechanics in your 
face,’ was that it was an attempt 
to force them to confront the 
strangeness of quantum mechan-

‘Quantum Mechanics in Your 
Face’ is a modification of a lec- 
ture Coleman gave as a direct 
memorial lecture at Cambridge 
University in 1993. Cambridge 
publishes such lectures, but has 
not published Coleman’s be- 
cause he hasn’t gotten around to 
writing it up completely. 

“Tl always expect to do it next 
week, but I’ve been expecting to 
do it next week for two years.” 

That’s probably something not 
just Physics students can relate 
to.

Campus Rec money allocated

Remember that $2.50 the Stu- 
dents’ Union took from you this 
year? For campus recreation? The 
SU has finally gotten around to 
distributing that money to the 
groups who need it. 

The$147,000 Campus Recreation 
Enhancement fund, founded after 
last year’s referendum, has been 
grounded since last April. 

“It’s takena while to get the board 
set up and the application process 
finalized,” said SU vp finance Gur- 
meet Ahluwalia, explaining the 
reason for the delay. 

“We wanted to make sure that 
we got feedback from everyone,” 
added Grant Bawolin, chair of both 
the Campus Recreation Enhance- 
ment Fund Committee and the 
Recreation Action Committee. 

But now, with the board up and 
running, the dispensation of funds 
has been swift. About $90,000 has 
already been given away. Money 
willbe allocated to four areas, called 
decision-making units, including 
intramural and special events, fit- 
ness and non-credit instruction, 
spring and summer intersession 
council, and campus recreation 
sports clubs. 

“Tf they don’t fit into there, there 
isan opencategory,” said Bawolin, 
adding that any student or student 
group can apply for funding. 

The money will be used for 
things such as circuit training, 
sound equipment, and new equip- 
ment for the weight room. How- 
ever, another $50,000 will be dis- 
tributed after CREFC meets again 
on April 10. 

“We still have to make the deci- 
sion onthe sports clubs,” explained 
Bawolin. 

The only pre-requisite forreceiv-

ing funds is that the funding ben- 
efit students, and that an applica- 
tion be sponsored by students. 

When asked about the possibil- 
ity of student groups double dip- 
ping, going to both the Recreation 
fund and the SU for funds, Ahlu- 
walia hinted that no check is in 
place to prevent that from occur- 
ring right now. 

“Tl probably suggest to my suc- 


cessor that campus clubs not be 
allowed to go tothe Admin Board,” 
for funding of sports clubs, he said. 

The inaugural meeting of the 
board was a bit controversial, with 
different members having varying 
ideas about the purpose of the fund. 

“Some believed that the purpose 
[of the fund] was not to top up the 
budget for Campus Recreation,” 
said Ahluwalia.

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Student behaviour codified 


Ruling on individuals, but group clause sent back

The quips were fast and furious 
at the General Faculties Council 
Monday, as members hotly de- 
bated a proposal to change the 
University of Alberta’s Code of Stu- 
dent Behaviour. 

The controversial amendments 
make it an offence to engage in 
student affairs that discriminate on 
the basis of “race, religious beliefs, 
colour, gender, sexual orientation, 
family status, physical disability, 
mental disability, age, ancestry, or 
place of origin.” 

The slightly modified version of 
the changes that apply toindividual 
students was passed 64 to 26. 

Garett Poston, Students’ Union 
president-elect, was pleased with 
the vote. “The important thing to 
remember is to protect freedom of 
speech in an academic setting,” he 
said. Poston said that the changes 
are not designed to prevent aca- 
demics from being controversial. 
“If this clause is used against any- 
one in a scholarly context, then it 
would be time to re-examine it.” 

The Campus Law Review Com- 


mittee studied the existing code at 
the U of A and at other universi- 
ties, the Canadian Charter of Rights 
and Freedoms, and the provincial 
Individual Rights Protection Act 
before recommending the changes. 

However, some students and 
staff believe the changes go too far. 


choose their own membership,” 
said Poston.

Ezra Levant, a campus activist, 
spoke as a guest before GFC. “I 
believe which the cumulative ef- 
fect of shutting down uncomfort- 
able speech will have a chilling 
effect on this campus,” he said. 

A similar change was also pro- 
posed that would prevent student 
groups from discriminating on the 
same grounds. Many student 
groups, especially fraternities, are 
worried that the new code could be 
used to force them to change their 
policies. 

“A student group, through its 
activities, should not discriminate, 
but they must have the freedom to

Prof explores consciousness

Whatis consciousness? A world- 
leading physicist packed a lecture 
hall full of students and professors 
to discuss that question Monday 
afternoon. 

Sir Roger Penrose delivered a 
spirited lecture in front of 300 
people in Physics 126. The talk was 
sponsored by the Graduate Stu- 
dents’ Association, as part of its 
series of distinguished speakers. It 
was partly organized by the de- 
partments of Mathematics, Ap- 
plied Mathematics, Physics, and 
the Theoretical Physics Institute. 

Penrose beganby explaining that 
computers can only compute, and 


therefore lack conceptual under- 
standing. He pointed out that no 
computational rules can character- 
ize the numbers 1, 2, 3, etc., but a 
child can easily grasp the concept 
of such numbers. 

From there, Penrose argues that 
all forms of consciousness contain 
an element which is “non-compu- 
tational.” This type of behaviour, 
he argues, cannot be explained by 
quantum physics or classical phys- 
ics, and some type of new theory is 
needed. 

At times, the lively Penrose 
poked fun at mathematics. At one 
time he put up a cartoon showinga 


prehistoric mathematician franti- 
cally drawing geometric figures in 
the sand, not realizing that he was 
about tobe eatenby asabre-toothed 
tiger. 

As a glimpse into the future, 
Penrose sketches a theory describ- 
ing how consciousness can be gov- 
erned by tiny filaments in living 
cells called micfotubules. 

Penrose made leading contribu- 
tions to the theory of general rela- 
tivity in the 1960s, and has won 
several distinguished awards. He 
recently turned to the questions of 
artificial intelligence and human 
consciousness.

University education is ina dire 
crisis. Among the problems facing 
universities are rising tuition, the 
proliferation of student loans, de- 
creased government funding, less 
student-professor interaction, and 
a loss of respect for universities 
from both society and students. 

Rising tuition is one of the big- 
gest crises of today’s university. In 
the mid-1980s tuition was under 
$1000 annually. By 1996, it will be 
close to $3000. Depending on what 
happens with federal and provin- 
cial government funding, tuition 
could be as much as $6000 within 
five years. 

There are two main problems 
with rising tuition. The first is the 
threat of university education be- 
coming a privilege which is avail- 
able only to the rich. Most govern- 
ment and university officials claim 
this is unlikely to happen, but lam 
not so sure. Already some poten- 
tial university students have been 
turned away by high tuition. The 
distinct threat is that only the rich 
element of society will be able to 
access university education, while

the less fortunate are relegated to 
colleges and technical schools. 
The second problem with rising 
tuition is the tactic which officials 
claim will prevent university edu- 
cation from becoming available 
only to the rich. That is, the prolif- 
eration of student loans. As tuition 
rises at its current rate of nine per 
cent annually, more students will 
have to take out student loans if 
they wish to receive the stellar edu- 
cation which universities offer. Fed- 
eraland provincial politicians, and 
some student leaders, say that stu- 
dent loans. are a decent compro- 
mise for rising tuition. I disagree 
passionately. I believe that student 
loans are one of the biggest dan- 
gers to today’s university student. 
The resulting long-term indebt- 
edness from student loans is, I be- 
lieve, highly unfortunate. Students 
are graduating with higher loan 
burdens, some as high as $50 000. I 
cannot fathom the hardship which 
those students will encounter pay- 
ing back their student loans, even 
if they manage to find a quality job 
in the work force after graduation. 
The student will be paying a great 
deal of money, annually, for many 
years, before being freed from debt. 
Additionally, the job situation is 


such that many students will not 
find a job which allows them to 
begin paying off their loan. Unem- 
ployment in Canada is highest 
among 16 to 25 year olds. If one 
includes underemployment, close 
to 30 per cent of young Ca- 
nadians cannot find suffi- c 
cient work. The student 
loan burden will affect their 
lives for many years 

Of course, 


affect some students more 
than others. Students 
whose parents help them 
out (like myself) are not as 
likely toneed student loans 
as are those students living 
on their own, or coming 
from an economically less- 
fortunate background. Children of 
rich Canadians are not as likely to 
take out student loans as are chil- 
dren of poor Canadians.

Graduates will have less 
money and consumer spending 
will diminish as more students 
have to save money to pay off their 
loan debts. This will have a nega- 
tive effect on the housing market, 


which is already ung a beating 
as a result of the lowered confi- 
dence of young Canadians. 

More students will take advan- 
tage of student loans for personal 
profit. I know of students who are 
living at home with their parents 
paying their tuition, who still se- 
cure loans. They put this money in 
the bank to collect interest for four 
years, and repay the loan upon 
graduation, keeping the interest for 
their own profit. This is a repre- 
hensible misuse of student loans, 


but it does occur, and is impossible 
to end. Students will always find 
ways to get student loans if they 
really want to take advantage of 

the system. 
The already widespread prob- 
lem of student loan non-re- 


o~ payment will only get 


worse. Students with $50 
000 of debt will not even 
bother trying to repay. One 
of my friends has seriously 
contemplated skipping the 
1” country when he graduates, 
, so he doesn’t have to repay 
his $35 006.

+ misuse oftheloan program,

spite government rhetoric 

"on how they are going to 
end loan abuse, they know darned 
well they can’t track down every 
graduate who won'trepay. It’s sim- 
ply not feasible. 

Student loans have negative re- 
percussions throughout society. 
They burden honest students who 
cannot afford increased tuition and 
life-long repayment. And, as loan 
burdens grow, the number of hon- 
est students seeking loans will drop 
(as they are drivenby theirrealistic 
outlook to build their future else- 
where) and abuse will rise.

Already a great success Down Under,

The story is centered around the growth 
of Muriel Heslop, a 20 year-old living with 
the rest of her couch potato family in a 
suburban wasteland called Porpoise Spit.

bumpsinto Rachel, a fellow outcast from her 
highschool, that she finds a comrade. Rachel 
is a rebellious, free-spirited individual, who 
inspires Muriel to live her life to its greatest 
capacity. The two take off on a trip and kick 


focus, the movie places familial dysfunction 
and facing mortality injuxtaposition. Where 
a movie like Boys on the Side failed in its 
portrayal of the very same concept (because 
of its trite treatment of both dysfunction and 
death), Muriel’s Wedding is able to be very 
honest in its presentation of these concepts. 

The reason for this film’s ability to be 


truthful is the wonderful acting. Toni Collette 
(Muriel) is so fantastic in the role of the 
rejuvenated woman; she portrays the un- 
happiness, spirit of freedom and wisdom of 
her experience with such perfection. There 
wasn’t a facial expression out of place, and 
she did justice to the script. Rachel Griffiths 
(who, of course, plays Rachel!) is Muriel’s 
alter ego. Because there is a perfect balance 
of attributes written into the script, they do 
fit together like puzzle pieces. Because of the 
acting, the friendship does not come across 
as being forced or contrived. 

Every character has the clearest eyes I’ve 
ever seen; it’s perhaps an odd observation, 
but this contributes in a priceless way to the 
honesty of the production. All of the emo- 
tion is so visible in their eyes—this is the 
kind of truth that cannot be hidden. 

This movie is a gift. I believe you will 
enjoy it. Muriel’s Wedding is funny, heart- 
breaking and hopeful.

David Letterman may not have 
been present, but the 64th annual 
Colour Night awards banquet for 
University of Alberta Athletics had 
all the trimmings of the Oscars. 

Lengthy speeches, stunning 
outfits, and tense anticipation of 
awards were all ingredients for a 
classy evening at St. Basil’s Centre 
Friday night. Bears and Pandas from 
eachand every varsity sport flocked 
together for felicitations and free 
food. 

The ceremony was confidently 
emceed by Sara Binder of the 
University Athletics Board. Ian 
Reade, the chair of Athletics, first 
gave a speech which included 
several “you had to be there” 
awards. For instance, his “Hakuna 
Matada” award was given to 
Danielle Stewart of the Pandas 
volleyball team. Reade related 
Stewart’s cool-headedness for the 
final serve in the edge-of-your- 
bleacher rally point game against 
the Winnipeg Wesmen during the 
CIAU nationals tournament, held 
here at the U of A. “There were no 
worries after that,” said Reade. 

Sports information director Dan 
Carle then presented the awards 
for outstanding contribution for 
each sport. Carle’s presentation 
added a personal touch, as he 
related humourous anecdotes about 
each athlete who was honoured. 

There were four major awards 
given out. The Wilson Challenge 
Award for male athlete of the year, 
the Bakewell Trophy for female 
athlete of the year, and the rookie of 


the year award for both men’s and 


women’s sports. 

“The committees struck to choose 
the winners had a particularly 
arduous task,” said Carle of the 
major awards. “One of the factors 
involved in the decision was 
academics. It was a tough process 
for the committe to go through.” 
Fifth-year striker Shannon 


Rosenow of the Pandas soccer team 
was the first to be crowned that 
evening. The two-time All- 
Canadian proudly accepted the 
Bakewell Trophy, her cheeks the 
same colouras her lovely red dress. 
Other nominees included Esther 
Medema of the track team, Carla 
Sommerville of field hockey fame, 
Colleen Hnatiuk from the swim 
team, and Pandas volleyball 
supersetter Mirka Pribylova. 
Rosenow ended her final year of 
eligibility with glory, helping her 
team capture the bronze medal at 
the soccer nationals, hosted here in 
Edmonton. : 

“It’s obviously the biggest honour 
I’ve ever had,” said Rosenow. “It’s 
such a prestigous award and I was 
very honoured to receive it. I was 
kind of surprised and it was a 
pleasant surprise.” 

Rosenow is also the only award 
recipient who is not a returning 
player. “Being on the team hasbeen 
great for me because I think I’ve 
grownasa player. I’ve loved all five 
years and I don’t regret a thing.” 

The U of A’s number one male 
athlete was none other than Greg 
DeVries, basketball guard 
extrordinaire. DeVries built up an 
impressive athletic resumé this 
season, which earned him the 
postion of Wilson Challenge award- 
winner. A fourth-year guard with 
the team, DeVries was a first team 
All-Canadian this year. The 
nominee list was also graced with 
the names Jay Hamilton, Bears 
football running back, soccer 
veteran Curtis Vos, All-Canadian 
volleyballer Doug Bruce, and Darcy 


Molstad of the track and field team. 
DeVries was the key player in 
Alberta’s victory as CIAU champion 
this year, and was recognized as 
such when he was chosen as CIAU 
MVP for the final tournament. 
Swimmer Collin Sood stood out 
among the best of the Bears’ youth 
as male rookie of the year. The

hockey team’s Mike Thompson, 
soccer player Danny Falcone, Garcia 
Brightley from the track team, and 
football receiver Marc Bennett were 
the other nominees. Sood won the 
gold medal in the 50m butterfly at 
this year’s nationals held at Laval 
University. He also won the gold in 
the firstannual Bears / Pandas wing- 
eating competition held at Campus 
Earls. 

“It’s a great honour for sure,” 
remarked Sood on being rookie of 
the year. “There are a lot of great 
athletes in that field. I’m just really 
happy I got it.” 

Sood expressed his hopes fornext 
year: “I’m going to try to do better 
at [natioanls]; hopefully [earn] a 
couple more [medals].” 

Rania Burns came out on top as 
Pandas basketball team’s leading 
scorer as well as female rookie of 
the year. Beating out the field 
hockey team’s Michelle Bowyer, 
and track Pandas Helen Harries and 
Sabrina Wilson, Burns was also 
selected as CWUAA rookie of the 
year. The stats sheet has Burns at 
9.9 points and 5.8 rebounds a game. 

“Michelle Bowyer should really 
be commended for her effort,” said 
a humble Burns. “ She made the 
Pan-Am, games whichis amazing.” 

“She did have some valuable 
stats, but what people show in 
selecting her for that award is what 
she brought to the team every day 
at practice,” said Trix Baker, Pandas 
head coach. “She has a great 
attitude.” 

One speechmaker pointed out the 
U of A’s continued status as the 
university with the most Academic 
All-Canadians in all of Canada. 

The celebration went well into 
the morning as most of the athletes 
retired to their regular bar after the 
dinner and dance at St. Basil’s 
wound down.
